Prasident of Peru, commuanicates to your Excel-
leney that he has, In accoraanes with the Con-
stitution, taken postession of the high dignity
eonfided to bim by the freesuffrage of Lis fellow-
citizens, Bound together as are Peru and the
United Btates by special relavons which the

Peruvian people in regard lo the great mation

ITS DISCIPLINE AND PUNIBHMENTS,

A somewhat remarkable urticle has appeared
in the Springfield Kepubiican, purporting to be
wrillen by “An Eye Wiltness,” on the system of
disciplive and the nature of the punishments in
use in our navy, This article contains several
rather sturiling assertions of fucts, which,
whether troe or fulse, should be generally
knowy, and to this end they are here repro-
duced,

The “Eye Witness,” for example, says:—"It
will be fouud that there is an slmest total 1gnor-
ance, even awoug the best wnformed ofiicers, as
to the ends of dizcipline, aud more eslpeomliy as
to the best methods for securing it. It may be
neserted, without fear of contradiction, that
nowhere in the United States, not even en the
sSouthern plaviations 1n those sunny days for
which our misguided brethren still sigh, were
there ever more systemstice cruelties practised
thau on some of our ships of war duriog tne last
five years.

* » = UThepunishments constantlyinflicted
durivg the war, in direct violation or evasion of
the *Articles for the Better Government of the
Navy,” were numerons aond severe, and gome
officers, not cruel, thought of the dags ol the
‘eat’ at the gunﬁwnv. and wondered whether we
have inproved in abandoning ir,

A surgeon of aabip off Uharlesion had his
attention called, npon joining the ship, to the
case of a boy mude permanently ill, apparently
by being kept for hours at a time on deck,with a
thitty-two pound shot tied o each wrist, and o
runping noose around his neck, and fasteaed in
the rigging above, so that noy motion to ease
bimsell trom the ntolerable weight would end
i strangulation if persisted in; this punishment
being ordered by his commanding oficer.

A ¢ ® iThe universsl place ol imprison-
ment is the ‘brig,’ or ‘sweat-box,’ tor it is the
same thing with two names, It isa room built
in the middle of the berth deck, closed above
gud below, without windows, aod ventilated
only by s few balliuch auger holes lu the door,

or the sides.  Although it often con'nins four
men &l once, it 8 rarely large enough to allow
a full-grown musn to stretch out on the floor.
Yet here men pass their weary days and wevks,
being peimitted to lewve only for the calls of
pature, and then under the custody ot the
TuAster-uL narms,

“Iu the Fall of 1862, a medieal officer on board
o ehip lying at the Portemouth yard was called
at 10 o'clock at night by tlte master-at-arms, who
lnformed bim that & man in the brig wanted to
see him, aud when the door opencd he tomnd
four men standiug, sitting, and I1yiog o a space
of four teet wide, two and one-half deep, und 8'x
and one-half high., They all belonged to the
belligerent and offensive negro race, Oue was
sitting at the back of the cell with his haod-
cufled hapds to his face, heart broken at the
disgrace that had betallen him, after a year's
faithiul gervice, The man whe bad asked the
help of the doctor, had sinee [allen asleep on
the floor, and on sttem}aul_g to awaken him, it
proved to be the merciful insensibility of aephy-
xia that bad so uearlr rescoed him from the rou-
tine of vaval discipline, Upon inquiry, it
proved that the executive officer had gone to
bed leaving no orders for the liberation of thess
men, Ko they were ceriain to be in all night,
A knock on the door showed him to be eujoying
the sleep of lnnocence and peace, and an appesl
to the commander, who bhud only that day
reported tor duty, caused the prompt hiberation
of the prisoners, This worthy executive officer
was dischurged from the service by a board of
medical survey for feigued amaurosis, and those
in biz contidence have enjoyed the excellent
humor with which he described how he blus-
dered against his doctor at mid-dsy and thas
secured his verdict, TLe sweat-box, on one of
the monltors, at least, wos designedly placed
near the beilers, so that artificial heat could, ut
pleasure, be ndded to the tortures ol continement.

*“There was, ln the early years of Lhe war, a
pusishment beside whica the brig was merciful
and kind., Let the reader 1magine hls hands
placed behind las back, the wrists segurel
bound together, and then the other end of this
cord fustened toa bolt In the deck overbeud,
with »o Jitule slack’ that the ends of the Loes
just touch the berth deck: the shoulders ure
thrown forward, and when the least roll of the
ship takes place, the peor wrelch loses his hold
upon the deck and swings to and fro, the weighit
ol the body striving to dislocate the arms trom
the sheulder blades, And these were not the
scum ol our great cives, nor the bavituully
degraded European sallors, veither wus it awuy
back in the times of the Dake Alba aod the
Inquisition that tnesg  alroclons  croelties
were practised; but Worcester couuly incmers'
g0y e, who did pot bear an ordsr 10 come on
deck, were thus tortured in 1862, One nizht
in the fall of that year & mén was urdered to be
“triced np' (for that was the name of this nellish
erime) for sn hour, and when he told the officer
that be had no righl to punish him in thrt way,
the order was chauged 1o punishment duringtis
pleasure of the officer: wnd fo this case the man
was foreotten, the officer went to bed, and his
vietim hung from six o'clock (o ten. A sud len
night eall, in thig awiul autumn, took the sar
geon to s dispensary on the berth deck, and as
the #bip was rolling heavily, he steadied b el
nealost the side of the ship, nnd walted, until a
sudden roll brooght a swineing boly agaius:
bim, and theén be beard a groan. Toere were
three young men, for some small ollense, wone:
ing away the darkness of that pluce, bumping
